GRIM STORY OF EXPERIERCE WITH 
STRANGE COMPANION. | 


FIVE OTHERS PERISH. 


PICKED up unconscious by fishermen after spending 


six days adrift in the 


China Sea without food or 


water, part of the time upon a raft and part upon 
a ship’s boat, which drifted alongside the’ raft, an 
Annamite caterer of the s.s. Chang Kiang, which was 
wrecked in the middle of last month, ,has “come back 
from the dead,” arriving in Hongkong this week-end. 


An extraordinary story is told by the man, who 
had a miraculous escape from death, particularly in 
connexion with a’ strange shipmate who eventually 
provided him with the means of averting death by 


starvation.

A MIRACULOUS, SURVIVAL: 


A solitary directionless journey 
for severn) hundred miles over an 
expanse of windswept ocean, in 
a frail snilless and oarless boat 
that threatened to overturn as 
each mountainous wave crest was 
topped, faced. with the grim pros- 
pect of Starvation and death 
such owas the unenvinhle 
perience of Van Namb, ao shi 
eaterer, before his opr den 
rescue by OSxhermen, six diy: 
after he was shipwrecked with 
other members of the crew of the 
French coaster, Chany Kiang.

CHINESE PEOPLE'S 
CONVENTION. 


Dr, Sun Yat-sen in his Last Wilt 
and Testament looks: to the sum- 
moning of a National Assembly for 
the establishment of constitutional 
government in aceordance with his 
Three Principles. His programme 
of the Revelution contemplates un- 
til that time a period of Tutelage 
during which the Kuomintang and 
the Government dependent. on it 
willinatract the People in democra- 
tic methods, beginning with elected 
magistrates in the heicas or dis. 
Apparently 
cannot. be claimed for 
Convention during the period -of 
Tutelage, still less for a Provisional 
Constitution, or Bill of Rights. Ut 
does not follow that Dr, Sun would 
not have approved of such 2 meet- 
ing if he hud been alive.

the Convention? . Mr. Tai Chi-tao,

for the period of political tutelage” 
and that the “organisation law” for 
presentation to the Convention 
should be drafted by the Govern- 
ment. More frequontly references 
to the work of the Convention have 
seemed to imply, that its object

however, possible that the real ob- 


- joct of the Convention is an attempt 


to secure some kind of a mandate 
more popular——more broadly 
based—than that given by 
the Party alone?

OPIUM SMUGGLING CHARGE 
DISMISSED. 


: Soochow, Mar. 31. 
By order of the Suprome Court, 
the re-trial of the Kno Ying 
opium smuggling caso has been 
concluded here by tha Kiangsu 
Provincia! High Court of Appeal. 
Judgment was handed down yes- 
‘| Kao Ying (former Vice-Consul 
at San Francisco) is now ad- 
judged “not guilty’ on the charge 
of complicity in the crime of 
opium smuggling; but he fa con- 
‘| vieted on the charge of bribery 
in. connexion with: his official 
duties and Is sentenced to im- 
prisonment for a term of ono 
yenr and four months and a fine 
of $1,400. . 
Sun’ Yuan, former Counsellor of 
the Chinese Consulate nt San 
Francisco, ig-now adjudged guilty 
of complicity in opium smuggling 
nnd {a sentenced to two yenrs’ 
imprisonment and a fine of $2,- 
000. 


Former Sentences Rescinded. 


The sormer sentences passed 
upon Kao Ying and Sun Yuan— 
six years’ Jmprisonment and $6,- 
000 fine for Kao Ying; and five 
years’ imprisonment and $5,000 
fine for Sun Yuan—are sect aside. 

It will be recalled that against 
the first jitdgment rendered by 
the Kiangsu Provincinl High 
Court (of appeal) in May Inst, 
the accused, Kao Ying and Sun 
Yuan, appealed to the Supreme 
Court. at Nanking, which subse. 
quently upheld their appenl and 
ordered a re-trial by the Kiangsu 
Provineial High Court. 


“Text of Judgment, 


The text. of the judgment hand- 
ed down yesterday is as follows: 

“The. sentences passed by the 
original judgment upon Kno Ying 
and Sun Yuan arc hereby set 
natde. 

“Kao Ying is found yuilty of 
bribery in - connection with his 
official duties and is sentenced 
to fmprixonment for a term of one 
yerir and four months and n fine 
of $1,400. He is found “not 
guilty” on the charge of com- 
plicity in opium smuggling. ‘ 

"Sun Yuan ig found guilty of 
complicity in opium amugging 
and is sentenced to two years’ 
inne inenineet and a fine of $2,- 
00, . 

“Before the judgment becomes 
final, two days of detention shall 
he enunted na one day of impri- 
sxonment. In case of failure to 
pay the fines, the sentence (or 
fine) may be commuted into one 
of detention, on the basis of 3 
fine for one day of detention; the 
total period of detention not to 
exceed one year.” 

After the judgment was ren- 
dered, — both — defendants im- 
medintely signified their Intention 
to appeal again to the Supreme 
Court at Nanking.

The Government appears 
to regard the protest as meant for 
Soviet home consumption, there- 
ae it will not be taken serious- 
ye :
